KETBENCHMENT. 


Though the financial condition of 


Nevada is no worse than that of several 
other States in the Union, the closest 
economy in the management of State 
affairs is absolutely necessary to main- 
tain the State on a cash basis. In the 
years 1895 and 1896 the expenditures, 
according to the Governor's message, 
exceeded the receipts by $77,000, that is 
$77,000 in cash was borrowed .from the 
school fund in the last two years to 
keep the State on a cash basis. The 
Controller's report for 1896, page 5, 
states that the receipts for 1895-96 were 
$142,673 74 less than expenses. This 
discrepancy between the Governor's 
and the Controller's statements is 
partially explained by items in the 
Controller's report for compensation 
allowed County Auditors, Assessors 
and collectors, aggregating $37,189 05, 
which, though charged to expenses of 
the State, was not paid into the State 
Treasury, and by deficiencies amount- 
ing to $4,553 42, and armory rent, 
amounting to $10,462 50, no appropria- 
tion for which has been rnadn by the 
Legislature. 


Assuming that the Governor's state- 


ment is correct, the State borrowed 
$77,000 ia the last two years from the 
school fund. The State bonds placed 
in the school fund substantiate this 
statement and show that the State is 
running behind and that its borrowing 
capacity is within $73,000 of the limit 
prescribed by the constitution. 
As 


that'fact is undeniable it behooves the 
Legislature in the interest of the tax- 
payers to use the pruning knife wher- 
ever it can be applied without impair- 
ing the efficiency oE the public service. 
The salaries of State officers could here 
dnced $5'X) each. 
A like reduction 


could be made in the salaries of the 
Warden of the State Prison and the 
Superintendent of the Orphans' Home. 
The per diem and mileage of members 
of the Legislature could also be 
materially reduced. There are only a 
few States in the Union that pay mem 
bars of the Legislature over $5 per day, 
and very many of them not so much, 
and twenty-three of the 
forty-flre 


States allow no mileage to members of 
the Legislature. An act making these 
reductions could not take effect under 
the constitution before the first Mon- 
day in January, 1899, consequently it 
could not affect the present incum 
bents of State offices nor the members 
of the present Legislature, but it would 
save the taxpayers several thousand 
dollars a year from the time it went 
into effect in January, 1899. 


It. is probable that a bill of this char 


acter will be introduced, as many of 
the members recognize the absolute 
necessity of retrenchment, and there is 
no good reason why such a bill should 
not receive a unanimous vote in the 
two Houses and be placed upon the 
statute books. This is n6 time for ex- 
travagance, and as the Legislature is 
empowered to make tba reduction 
many cf the members feel it encam- 
bent upon them iu the interests of the 
pablio to do so.

Dan Stuart's Arrival and Carson 


Selected as the Battle 


Ground. 


OARSON, February' 11,1897. 


Carson was agog this morning in an- 


ticipation of Stuart's arrival, the great 
event having been heralded by wire 
yesterday afternoon. 
Several of the 


advancu guard left for Reno last night 
accompanied by some of the insiders 
here to welcome the great man who is 
to exert his magical influence and 
make Oaison as well as Nevada rich in 
a day, according to the opinions of 
some. 


Stuart arrived and Caraon street was 


alive with horiymg people to catch a 
glimpse of their saviour. The depot 
was crowded, and as the great man (in 
size) stepped from the tram he was 
immediately surrounded, but his body 
guard with Livingston and Sam Davis 
in the lead hurried him to the Arling- 
ton. 
The crowd followed, but.re- 


mained out duors gazing thronsh the 
glass doors in respectful admiration. 


Sam Davis walked down the street 


having a little more sporty swagger 
than usual and looking up under the 
corner of his dicer with an expression 
on the small part of his faos that was 
exposed and the hump on the baek of 
his neck indicated that the following 
was passing through his mind: "Say, 
d'ye get onto me style, I'm no flim 
flammei, but went to Reno an made a 
scoop, and landed hereH wid de gang 
see, and am in wid the swag." 


For a short time following the ar- 


rival of 
the notables the question 


could be beard on every side, "well, has 
the location 
been 
settled ?" 
All 


anxiety, however, was soon put at rest, 
for Stuart after a short consultation 
with Wheelock announced his decision 
that Oarson would be the chosen spot. 
Later the $15,000 gymnasium or per- 
manent athletic pavilion so 
much 


talked of, so report goes, degenerated 
into an ordinary circus tent to be put 
up on some vacant lot or the race track 
for the occasion. 


Oorbett's company is expected here 


next week, and Fitzsimmons' athletic 
combination a few days later and 
doubtless the two shows will, from the 
prominence of the principals, rake in 
all of the loose shecklea in the three 
towns of Reno, Carson and Virginia 
which will go a good ways toward pay- 
ing the license and expense of the flght. 


The income tax bill vetoed by the 


late Governor Jones at the last session 
was the main feature in the Assembly 
to-day. 
The bill was read and a 


spirited debate followed in-favor of 
and against the bill. 
Numerous! sur- 


prises were expressed by various mem- 
bers at the stand taken by others and 
the debate became very warm, when 
the previous question was called and 
carried.

It was amus- 
ing to see one member after another 
who had voted against the bill ioiine- 
d lately alter the vote was announced, 
jump to his feet and endeavor to ex- 
plain why he had opposed the bill. All 
kinds of reasons, such as the consti- 
tutionality, hardship, political bun- 
combe, were given and in some in- 
stances the efforts to explain were 
painful in the extreme, and Mr. Nor- 
croBS. in ordor to help many out of ari 
apparent difficulty, arose and sug- 
gested a vote of thanks to the Republi- 
cans and Democrats in the Assembly 
for the anxiety manifested for the Sil- 
ver party and the fostering care they 
exhibited in its interest. 


No doubt other and more definite 


reasons for the opposition to the bill 
could have been given had snme of the 
opponents to the measure so desired. 


The arrival of Stuart called the at- 


tention and usual interest of the public 
away from the Legislature to-day and 
the two branches were rather dull as 
far as an andience 
was concerned. 


The Senate held a short session, but 
the Assembly put in its regular four 
hours.
